(AP) _ The Air Force has ordered a 
fu ll-sc a le in v estig a tio n into a 
lawyer’s charges that cadets have 
been operating a forgery and theft 
ring at the Air Force Academy since 
1972. 
A spokesman for the academy 
acknowledged Thursday that the Air 
Force Office of Special Investiga­ 
tions was conducting a probe. 
Maj. Monte Blews, the academy s 
chief public relations officer, said 
Thursday that cute cadet forger was 
court-martialed and dismissed, and 
that another accused cadet resigned 
in the summer of 1975 
“Since then,” he said, “there have 
been a few iso la te d c a s e s of 
forgeries, but no evidence of a 
series.' ’ 
However, the lawyer. Edward Joel 
Meyer, said Thursday in a telephone 
interview from his home in Mid­ 
dletown. N.Y., that at least two 
dozen cadets were robbed of thou­ 
sands of dollars by a forgery ring 
that still may be active at the 
academy, involving at least four o! 
its more than 4.400 cadets. 
Meyer said they stole cadets 
checkbooks and m ilitary identr 
fication cards and cashed forged 
checks in restaurants and stores in 
nearbv Colorado Springs, as well as 
at the privately run Air Academy 
National Bank on the institution s 
grounds 
The attornev said he became in­ 
volved after the parents of a cadet 
accused of forgery asked him to take 
over the cadet s defense from a 
military attorney. 
Meyer’s client was exonerated and 
returned to the academy in good 
standing, and the lawyer believes the 
young man was actually a victim ot 
the forgery ring 
One of the ring’s schemes, he said 
was to deposit part of a forged check 
into an innocent cadet’s account 
making the forgery more difficult to 
trscc. 
The probe comes on the heels of a 


cheating scandal at the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N Y which 


has raised a controversy about its 
honor code 
The Air Force Academy operates 
with a similar code, under which 
cadets must not lie, cheat or steal or 
tolerate any cadet who does 
Mever said he obtained evidence 
indicating that cadets other than 
those directly involved in the thefts 
and forgeries had knowledge of the 
ring and may have received some ot 
the profits. 
The transcripts forwarded by me

PHILADELPHIA

— Researchers say they 
have developed a new vac­ 
cine for rabies which is 
more effective, less pain­ 
ful and easier to adminis­ 
ter than vaccines currently 
used. 
Scientists at the Wistar 
Institute, an independent 
research 
organization, 
spent 24 years developing 
the vaccine and said they 
have tested it on 45 persons 
in Iran. 
The vaccine could be 
available for general use in 
the United States by next 
year, they said Thursday. 
Dr. Hilary Koprowski, 


director of the institute, 
called the vaccin e 
’» 
major breakthrough 
He 
said all 45 of the victims in 
Iran had been severly bit­ 
ten and that all survived. 
D r. 
M a h m o u d 
Bahmanyar, director of 
the Pasteur Institute in 
Tehran, Iran, said other 
tests showed that people as 
badly bitten as the test sub­ 
jects survived in only 42 
per cent of the cases. 
Rabies, clinically known 
as hydrophobia, is one of 
the oldest diseases known 
to man. Usually fatal, it is 
caused by a viral ipfection 
of the central nervous 
system 
The disease is 


transm itted to humans 
through the bite of a rabid 
animal. 
Current vaccin es are 
derived from a process 
d e v e lo p e d 
by 
L o u is 
Pasteur in 1885 They are 
administered in 14 to 21 
painful 
abdominal injec­ 
tions and cause uncomfor­ 
table side effects about 35 
per cent of the time. 


The institute said the 
new vaccine requires four 
to six injections in the arm, 
causes virtually no side ef­ 
fects and is 100 per cent ef­ 
fective in producing the 
bodily 
chem ical 
agents 
that combat rabies. 


The new vaccine now is 
being used in Iran, West 
G erm any, 
Sweden and 
France. It has been ad­ 
ministered in some cases 
in this country, but die 
F o o d 
and D r u g 
A d ­ 
m in istr a tio n 
h as 
not 
cleared it for general use. 


Koprowski said the vac­ 
cine could be used as a 
preventive m easure for 
veterinarians and others 
who might come in con­ 
tact with rabid animals 
Since current vaccin es 
produce very unpleasant 
side effects, they are not 
used for prevention of 
rabies, only for treatment.

SACRAMENTO < AP) — A clue to some cases of Sudden 
Infant Death syndrome, which leaves babies dead in their 
cribs without warning, may lie in a newly detected dis 
ease. California health officials say. 
The newly found disease is infant botulism, similar to 
the sometimes fatal poisoning usually linked to canned 
foods 
But no foods appear to have been involved in four 
botulism cases among infanta in the state this year, the 
first ever detected in babies under a year old. state 
Health Department officials told a news conference 


^Instead 
they said, the infants may have inhaled 
botulism spores from the air, where they are ever­ 
present and somehow manufactured the toxin in their 
systems - a process observed in animals but never 
before in humans. 
. 
The four infants survived with no apparent lasting ef­ 
fects. officials said. But their cases had some similarities 
with Sudden Infant Death, including breathing failures in 
two of them. 


“This is no dramatic breakthrough but we think it ma\ 
well be one of the causes of Sudden Infant Death because 
of the age of the victims and what botulism can do, said 
Dr. James Chin, chief of the department*s infectious dis­ 
eases section.

Sudden Infant Death, also known as crib death, kdls 
about 500 children a year in California and 5,000 
nationwide, officials say — though one private researc h 
group says the number is twice that high. Doctors are vir­ 
tually without clues to its cause.

The only warning, doctors say, is that some victim 
have trouble breathing before the attack. But normally 
there is no warning before the victims are found dead in 
their cribs the next morning.

The indictment accuses the defen­ 
dants of raising about $3 million in 
secret transactions and concealing 
the money in Swiss bank deposits and 
as cash at company headquarters in 
Bartlesville. Okla 
The government charged that the 
money was not reported as income 
on tax returns filed for 1963 through 
1971 
Individuals named in the charges 
were William F. Martin, Phillips 
board chairman; W.W. Keeler, the 
firm ’s chief executive from 1967 to 
1972; and Stanley Learned, chief ex­ 
ecutive from 1964 to 1967. 
Martin succeeded Keeler on Jan. 1, 
1973. 


E ach w as ch arged with con­ 
spiracy to defraud the government in 
reporting and paying corporate in­ 
come taxes. 
In a statement from his office, 
Martin said the charges were un­ 
founded. 
“ The case will be vigorously 
defended and 1 am confident that 
there will be complete vindication. ‘ 
Martin said. 
Neither Keeler nor Learned were 
im m ediately availab le for com ­ 
ment. 
The conspiracy, the government 
c h a r g e d , w as c a r r ie d out in 
Washington, Geneva, London and 
Panam a City as well as Bartlesville.

The council suggests a 
program to encourage 
more doctors to go into 
general practice rather 
than specialties; to curb 
d e v e lo p m e n t of new 
medical schools; and to 
end preferential immigra 


tion status for foreign 
medical graduates. 
The 14-member indepen­ 
dent council of educators is 
the s u c c e s s o r to the 
Carnegie Commission on 
Higher Education. It is 
headed by Clark Kerr, 
former president of the 
University of California. It 
made its statements in a 
175-page report. 
A 1970 c o m m is s io n 
r e p o r t w a r n e d of a 
nationwide potential doc­ 
tor shortage and its rec­ 
om m endations helped 
boost f e d e r a l aid to 
medical education. 
“ Whether there exists a 
general shortage of physi­ 
cians is now more widely 
disputed than it was in 
1970.” the new report says, 
adding that medical school 
enrollment has risen fas­ 
ter than expected 
The recommendation on 
curbing development of 
new medical schools drew

“ There still exists a 
shortage of physician ser­ 
vices,” said Dr. C. William 
Ruhe, senior vice president 
for scientific activities 
with AMA headquarters in 
Chicago. 
“ We would not take a 
position like the council 
that the number of schools 
must be restricted. 
Ruhe 
added. “ There is a hazard 
in doing that because the 
determination of whether a 
school can be established 
soundly and effectively is 
based on a large extent on 
local conditions — the 
energy, initiative and 
desire of the community 
and state to have a school. 
“ We do not think it’s pos­ 
sible to make those deci- 
s i o n s 
s i t t i n g 
in

armchair and looking at a 
map.” 
Discussing the problem 
of the geographic distribu­ 
tion of doctors, the council 
says the ratio of doctors to 
population in 1974 ranged 
from 84 per 100,000 in South 
Dakota to 249 per 100,000 in

statistically, but generally 
accepted as a serious 
problem, is the deficiency 
of supply of physicians in 
the ghetto areas of large 
c it ie s , where residents

San Bernardino County planning 
Commissioners recommended ap­ 
proval of a north Chino general plan 
to the Board of Supervisors that is 
compatible with the City of ( hino s 
general plan and acceptable to most 
of the property owners in the unin­ 
corporated area. 
The commission accepted a joint 
plan agreeable to the City of Chino 
and the North Chino Property 
Owners Association, ending nearly 
18 months of study. 
The Board of Supervisors will con­ 
sider the matter at 3 p.m. Sept. 2fi. 


The plan takes in approximately 
2,500 acres bordered by Benson 
Avenue on the east, Phillips 


Boulevard on the north, the Los 
Angeles County line on the west and 
the Pomona Freeway on the south. 
Officials said there were only very 
minor changes in the land use 
designations for the unincorporated 
area north of the city limits, and the 
plan is compatible with the city s 
General Plan. 
The county Planning Department 
recommendation calls for rural one- 
half to five acre lots on the east, 
north and north-west comers of the 
study area , light Industrial and tran­ 
sitional homes on the west; conven­ 
tional residential subdivisions on the 
south, mobile homes in the center; 
and commercial along Central 
Avenue 


The county planners modified the 
staff recommendation for the area 
along Central north of Francis 
Avenue and east of Benson, 
designating one acre or greater 
minimum parcel size here. This 
rural area would possibly be 
developed for the maintainance of 
horses and other livestock on 
residential property. 
The commissioners felt that 
change would be permissible within 
a year’s time for this portion and the 
area would be re-considered under 
the south Montclair unincorporated 
area study Property owners in this 
area were the only opponents, ex­ 
pressing the desire for one-half acre 
lot minimum for the parcels here.

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A San Dimas citizens group is cir­ 
culating a petition for the City Coun­ 
cil to drop its appeal of a Superior 
Court decision declaring the firing of 
three planning commissioners il­ 
legal. 
In late May, Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Norman Dowds ordered 
the City Council to re-instate com­ 
missioners Gerald Klein, Robert 
Slurroek and Clyde Bartrnan 
fhe 
three men had been fired March 22 in 
a dramatic 3-2 council decision by 
Mayor Marvin Ersher and Coun- 
ctlinen Terry Dipple and Phil ^ax. 


Although the civil suit supported 
the fired commissioners contention 


that they had been illegally removed 
from office, the council majority 
refused to accept that decision and 
voted 3-2 to appeal the ruling 
Councilmen Jim Lough and Jim 
McLean opposed both the original 
firing and the appeal that is costing 
the city at least $1,500.

Too much faith 
in words alone 


We Americans have almost a blind faith in words. 
The words of a politician running for office. The 


words of a treaty. The words of a used car or real 
estate salesman offering us a bargain. 
We are sometimes right. There are candidates 


who keep their word. And countries which keep 
treaties. There are more honest salesmen than 
shysters 
the problem is, our faith in words is often so 


great we do not distinguish between the honest 
politician and the dishonest, the country which 
keeps its promises and the*nation which doesn t and 
the salesman with squinty morals and the one who 
backs up his word with service. 
Now treaties which are honestly entered into and 


meticulously honored by both sides can prevent 
shooting wars and economic wars, insure the 
protection of American citizens abroad and pro­ 
mote human rights. 
But such values come only when the other signa 


tories have the same understanding of words that 
we have and when all the nations involved are aim­ 
ing at fairness 
* 


For there is no treaty written which cannot be 


broken “ legally” by playing with words, especially 
when the official text is in two or more languages 


This is not to contend we should make no more 


treaties with anyone It does mean that we should 
look at more than the words on any proposal and 
what they mean to us. What do they mean to the 
other countries signing, what is their reputation for 
living up to their obligations in spirit as well as in 
law? What do we have if we fmd serious viola­ 
tions? Can we even prove violations effectively if 
we are dealing with closed societies? 
But above all we need some independent check on 


what we re getting Before I buy a house I bring m 
an independent appraiser. Before I buy a used car 1 
take it to an independent mechanic. The U.S. State 
Department doesn't do this Not under Dr. Henry 
Kissinger. Not under his six immediate predeces­ 
sors 
Somewhere we will have to find some indepen­ 
dent appraisers or mechanics

I am not necessarily advocating 
the entire 40 per cent pay raise be 
adopted, although, it probably will be 
after further study by the commit­ 
tee The point I am making is that 
the position of county supervisor 
should be the highest paid elected 
position in the county This may in­ 
volve raising the pay of some elected 
officials and lowering the pay of

Turkish opium traffic 


WASHINGTON - On a night in 
June, a grim y little freighter 
steamed toward the Egyptian coast 
and anchored at a lonely spot beyond 
Alexandria. Suddenly, out of the 
blackness on the shore, a blue light 
blinked. 
Responding to the signal, two hud­ 
dled figures slipped over the ship s 
side into a rowboat. Then four heavy 
nylon bags were lowered carefully 
into the boat. The two men rode 
silently toward the eerie, blue light 
As they approached the crashing 
surf, a huge wave gave the boat a 
mighty heave. “ Not far from shore,” 
related an intelligence report, “ the 
rowboat was swamped by a high 
wave and sank ” 
One crewman was drowned 
the 
other struggled, gasping, to the 
beach. He was picked up later by 
Egyptian authorities as he stumbled 
along the shore. His astonishing 
story cast doubt on a United Nations 
report that was issued a month 
afterward. It could also mean sober 
news for the United States 
A UN mission reported in July that 
Turkey s effort to contain and con­ 
trol its opium harvest “ definitely 
works.” The Turks held the opium 
cultivation to 43.400 acres The crop 
was supposed to he used strictly for 
medical purposes, producing codeine 
for mild medicines and morphine as 
a pain killer 
But the seaman’s story, told to 
Egypt s top narcotics official, Brig. 
Gen 
Mamdouh Zaki, raises ques­ 
tions about the effectiveness of the 
Turkish controls A. U.S. narcotics 
agent was invited to participate in 
the interrogation 
The seaman told how the Turkish 
freighter had made an unscheduled 
stop at the Turkish port of Antalya. 
According to a narcotics intelligence 
report, “ the captain ordered the 
(crewmen! to proceed in a rowboat 
to a point on the shore and to pick up 


(some) . . . meat.” 
But instead of beef, the crewmen 
picked up four nylon bags packed 
with high grade opium There was 
enough opium in the four sacks to 
produce more than $1 million worth 
of heroin. Once the contraband was 
smuggled aboard, the sooty little 
freighter headed for the rendezvous 
off the Egyptian coast. 
The E g y p tia n a u th o ritie s 
recovered 270 pounds of opium, 
which was washed ashore from the 
capsized rowboat. This seizure, ac­ 
cording to the intelligence report, 
“ is the largest in the Alexandria 
area in the past five years ” More 
im portant, it is evidence that 
Turkish opium, in large quantities, is 
finding its way into the illegal world 
market. 
America's own Drug Enforcement 
Administration, in an unpublished 
assessment, has agreed with the 
United Nations that Turkish controls 
worked reasonably well this past 
year. But the D EA questioned 
whether Turkey would be able to 
police the 117.200 acres, almost tri­ 
ple the last crop, which has been 
authorized for 1976 
Unfortunately, the question cannot 
be answered until April, 1977. By that 
time, the heroin could be on its way 
to the streets of America. Almost 
certainly, this would lead to an 
epidemic of new addicts 
Footnote: Under the prodding of 
Rep. Lester Wolff, D.-N.Y , and 
others, the United States brought 
pressure on Turkey a decade ago to 
ban opium growing Turkish farmers 
raised such a howl that a controlled 
crop has been authorized. Now Wolff 
has taken over the chairmanship of 
the new House Select Narcotics 
Committee, His first order of 
business will be to study the in­ 
creased Turkish opium harvest

Sacramento scene 
Disaster 
governors

Despite dire seismic warnings of imminent peril 


from a major earthquake catastrophe, California’s 
constitutional officers have been giving cavalier 
treatment to laws designed to maintain continuity 
of government. Not even the recent Peking disaster 
followed quickly by the Philippine devastations has 
stirred them into action. 
In the ordinary course of events a vacancy in the 


governor’s chair, caused through absence, resigna­ 
tion, disability or death, the Legislature has 
provided for a chain of succession starting with the 
Lt. Governor In line thereafter is the President 
Pro Tern of the Senate, the Speaker of the As­ 
sembly, Secretary of State. Attorney General, 
Treasurer and Controller. 
But what happens if a calamity struck all of them 


down at the same time'1 As unlikely as such an 
event might seem to be, ail of them gathered 
together in one place at the same time, it is possi­ 
ble. For example, when the governor is being sworn 
into office or when he is delivering a state of the 
state message to the Legislature. 
To protect against the state being left leaderless

by such an occurrence the Legislature has also

O shall file with the Secretary of State a list of seven 
citizens to succeed them. Ttye Law is specific 
stating this shall be done “ as soon as practicable 
after his election and qualification to office” yet, 
according to the Secretary of State’s office, only 
two of the current office holders. Lt. Governor 
Mervyn Dymally and State Treasurer Jesse Unruh, 
have complied To her embarrassment even March 
Fong Eu, the Secretary of State with whom the lists 
are to be filed, hasn't gotten around to it. 
It is not surprising that Governor Jerry Brown 


hasn’t made his selections. He can't even get 
around to filling more than 500 active posts. At­ 
torney General Evelle Younger, in office since 1971, 
did file a list back in that year but specified it was 
only good for three months 


The law also provides that, in addition to the list 


of citizens, a second list composed of deputies and 
assistants already on the state payroll be filed by 
the Secretary of State, Attorney General, 
Treasurer and Controller, in the event those on the 
first list are incapable No one has ever complied 
with this requirement. 
fsince the law is silent it is assumed those who 


were named by Governor Ronald Reagan are still 
authorized to serve if necessary. The trouble is 
some are not well known and might be difficult to 
locate In an emergency. This not true of some 
others Number one is Carlyle Reed, publisher 
emeritus of the Sacramento Union. Number 7 is A. 
W Bramwell, publisher of the Chico Enterprise 
Record and Number 5 is Virgil Pinkley, Southern 
California publisher whose company only recently 
acquired the Glendale News Press and Burbank 
Daily Review Victor R. Lundy, Earl S Smittcamp, 
R Gwin Follis and Robert L. Vickers are not so 
well known Neither the Secretary of State nor the 
State Office of Emergency Services could provide 
addresses for them 


Ironically, the law neither requires the lists be 


filed with the Emergency Services Office, the 
agency expected to be geared for action in case of 
disaster, nor gives it any authority to enforce com­ 
pliance Personnel in the Secretary of State’s office 
had to do a little digging to come up with the old list 
of persons to act as governor. 
One would think that either the state’s highest of­ 
ficers would comply with the law or request its 
repeal Some have suggested they are reluctant to 
file such lists for fear of creating future opponents 
But none of those designated by Governor Reagan 
or Governor Pat Brown before him ever enter­ 
tained ideas of running for office. 
The title of those named by the governor is 


“ Disaster Acting Governor” which led one of 
Reagan’s designees, asked whether he had been 
replaced to quip. “ What difference does it make? 
We already have a disaster acting as governor.” 


control. Government spending is ex­ 
pected soon to hit a mind-boggling $1 
trillion a year. The explosion of 
greenbacks is becoming as difficult 
to assort as autumn leaves in a wind­ 
storm 
The Treasury Department has 
begun an heroic effort, nevertheless, 
to figure out exactly how much 
America owns and owes. It will be 
the first complete federal financial 
statement in history, an ant bed of 
figures that is supposed to be ready 
for release early in 1978 
To calculate America's assets and 
liabilities, the Treasury will rely 
heavily upon the financial informa­ 
tion provided by the various govern­ 
ment agencies. But government 
auditors are worried that the infor­ 
mation tnay be faulty. 
Under federal law, each agency 
must submit regular financial 
reports to the Treasury and the 
agency head must make certain that 
the reports are accurate. Yet the 
General Accounting Office has 
warned that only “ a small number” 
of these reports are audited. 
A GAO report, intended for official 
eyes only, declares that the agencies 
review 
their accounting systems 
only sporadically and fail to 
emphasize audits of the financial 
reports. 
The confidential report cites 
“ major deficiencies in accounting 
procedures ’ and stresses the need 
for “ thorough” and “ accurate” 
audits

1 am writing to you regarding problems affecting 
several families in Pomona. 
They live in an apartment complex. The manager 
allows drug users and drunks from outside the com­ 
plex to beat up the tenants and steal their cars. 
A lot of the people living there are welfare 
recipients. Because of the expense involved, it is 
difficult for low income people to move. 
The apartment complex is beginning to be known 
as police row but the police can’t do anything if the 
manager won’t sign a complaint against the people 
committing the crimes. — J. D., Pomona. 


You gave us the address of the apartm ents. We 
got in touch with Chief Jam es W. Richards of the 
Pomona Police Departm ent. 
He was aw are of the problem He described the 
area as a sm all one difficult to patrol because ot its 
geography. The area has only one main road 
leading to it. 
Eight crim es in the area were reported to the 
departm ent in July. Four of them involved the 
sam e offenders. One person was prosecuted and is 
in custody at this time. 
He said that only the victim, not the m anager, 
can sign a complaint. 
Police D epartm ent personnel will assist any 
person in the procedure of making complaints 
The chief encourages the people of Pomona to 
report all crim es and encourages prosecution when 
w arranted.

DEAR DR. LAMB - What effects 
do nitroglycerine tablets dissolved 
under the tongue have on people with 
heart trouble'’ It seems to bring 
relief I would like to know how this 
is brought about and how much is it 
sate to take? 
DEAR READER - The principle 
use of nitroglycerine tablets under 
the tongue is to relive transitory 
chest pain from heart disease The 
tablets lose their effectiveness 
quickly if not stored properly. They 
should be kept in a tightly sealed 
glass bottle from your pharmacist A 
plastic container will not do. When 
the bottle is opened, take out a few for 
your needs and keep the rest In a 
tightly closed bottle inside the 
refrigerator A fresh workable tablet 
should produce a distinct burning 
sensation under the tongue Never 
use tablets that have been removed 
from the bottle for longer than a 
week 
Nitroglycerine causes muscle 
fibers to relax, mostly the type of 
muscle we call smooth muscle. 
Those are the involuntary muscles 
that are in the walls of the blood ves­ 
sels and also In the digestive tube 
As the tiny smooth muscles in the 
veins relax, the veins expand and 
trap a larger amount of blood. There 


is less blood returned to the heart 
from the veins. The heart doesn t 
pump as much blood as before and 
the heart muscle works less. 
The heart pain is caused by the 
heart muscle working too hard in 
comparison to the amount of circula­ 
tion it Is receiving When the heart 
work Is decreased the pain goes 
away. You are right. It works and is 
effective medicine 
Nitroglycerine also has other ef­ 
fects. Some minor decrease in tone 
of the large arteries, and it even af­ 
fects the mineral migrations, par 
Ucularly potassium, in the cells of 
the heart muscle during an attack of 
heart pain It will also reverse the 
changes in the electrocardiogram 
that are associated with some at­ 
tacks of heart pain. 
S o me t i m es the e f fe c t s of 
nitroglycerine can mislead the doc­ 
tor. The emphasis is on its role in 
relieving heart paint It will also 
relieve pain from esophageal muscle 
spasm 
Since esophageal spasm 
causes chest pains similar to heart

Occasionally nitroglycerine can 
cause a major drop in blood pres­ 
sure* This can be an adverse reaction 
at the onset of a heart attack. For 
this reason nitroglycerine should 
only be used by the patient to relieve 
short recurrent anginal pains or to 
prevent Item 1 do not recommend 
that a patient take them when they 
have chest pain for the first time in 
months or the chest pain lasts more 
than seven or eight minutes Take 
only one Too often new or different 
or prolonged pain is a full blown 
heart attack and not just angina The 
thing to do is call your doctor, not try 
to treat yourself

VAIL, Colo. (AP) - 
When President Ford dines 
at one of bis favorate 
restaurants here, “he gets 
the menu like everyone 
else — and he pays the 
same prices,” says the 
chef and owner. “I make 
him a special dessert, but 
everything else is what my 
customers eat.” 
“He loves to eat,” says 
Luc Meyer, a 34-year-old 
F r e n c h m a n 
f r om 
Strasbourg, whose res­ 
taurant the Fords have 
been visiting since' 1970 
when Ford was a congres­ 
sman from Michigan. “He 
doesn’t leave anything on 
that plate.” 
Meyer said the President 
begins his dinners with a 
martini, closes with 
cognac and wedges a bottle 
of California white wine — 
“usually a Pinot Char- 
donnay” — in between. 
“He just enjoys food,” 
said Meyer, though the 
President “ likes very 
much the trout, fresh liver 
and fresh salmon.” 


For appetizers, Ford 
leans toward French onion 
soup and shrimp cocktails. 
“He’s not the pate-type,” 
Meyer said. But there’s no 
preference at dessert. 
“ Anything I prepare 
sweet he loves,” chuckled 
Meyer. “He loves sweets, 
he says ‘I shouldn't,' but 
goes ahead.” 
However, the First Lady 
“isn't very big on sweets, 
she eats very little. She 
likes the salmon, the small 
steak, also the trout,” he 
said. 
Meyer said the Secret 
Service gave his kitchen at 
the Left Bank restaurant 
the once-over after Ford 
became vice president but 
hasn't been back since. 
“ My kitchen is too small 
for all of us (he and the 
agents). I guess by now 
they just trust me,” he 
said. 
Though the menu doesn't 
change when the Fords 
come to eat, Meyer does 
pay attention to the 
President’s privacy and 
comfort 


Fighting crime 
Obscene callers and 'dial-a-crime 


WASHINGTON 
- 
(NEA) — Comedienne 
Phyllis Diller says she 
once received an obscene 
phone call from a neighbor 
who “wanted me to pull 
my shades down " Other 
than this, there is not much 
to laugh about regarding 
the more than one million 
abusive phone conversa­ 
tions reported annually in 
the United States. 
The calls are crimes. 
Privacies are invaded, 
emotions j ar r ed , and 
sometimes the incidents 
lead to deadly serious con­ 
sequences. Some years ago 
in California, a lonely 
woman was flattered by 
the attention of an abusive 
caller, and gave him her 
name and address Later 
the same evening she was 
beaten by the stranger at 
her door 
Normally the law-break­ 
ing is much less serious, of 
course. Officials at Ameri­ 
ca n 
T e l e p h o n e 
and 
Telegraph say that abusive 
calls are often merely the 
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dirt A d |u sts to four rug pile 
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larks of diildreD who look 
in their phone books for 
jollies. Obscenity may not 
be the purpose at all: 
"Hell. Mrs Wilson?” 
“Yes.” 
"Do you have running 
water in vour home?” 
“Yes I do.” 
‘‘Well, let her go, she’s 
my squaw.” 
Even the pranksters are 
annoying, however, and 
they can be persistent. 
They may tie up lines 
necessary for other pur­ 
poses, or trigger psy­ 
chological reactions from 
their victims. Police in 
New York tell of a man 
who became so upset about 
a neighborhood boy calling, 
that he enticed the lad up 
to a tenement roof and 
pushed him off Police say 
the calls made the man 
nervous 
‘‘He was angry 
because he had no defense 
against the calls It was 
only a phone and he 
couldn't control it. So he 
had to get his hands on the 
kid ” 
I nd e ed , 
s h o r t 
of 
disconnection. 
America's 
144 million telephones can 
not be controlled Anyone 
can call anyone about any­ 
thing. And they do Of­ 
ficers at AT&T say that in 
addition to one million 
obscene calls reported last 
year, there were com­ 
plaints of 75.000 threaten­ 
ing calls and 71,000 inter­ 
ference calls (an inter­ 
ference is when the abuser 
calls to purpoaely tie up the 
victim’s phone line 
Ap­ 
parently this is sometimes 
done by legitimate busines­ 
ses to squelch c o m ­ 
petition). 
Authorities stress that 
these same statistics are 
“ reported" 
complaints 
The actual number of 
abusive calls may be mul­ 
tiplied by a factor of 20 or 
30 or more. ‘‘I hate to ad­ 
mit this.” comments an 
AT&T executive, “ but 
more crim es are com­ 
mitted over the telephone 
than in th e s t r e e t s . 
B e tw e e n 
the 
por- 
nographers. confidence ar­ 
tists and the crazy kids, I 
would guesR we have an 
average of 40 to 50 crimes 
committed by phone every 
hour of every day.” 
The exeurtive gives one 
example of which he is 
personally familiar: “ A 
friend of mine got a call 
from a guy who claimed to 
be a detective The caller 
said he had evidence of my 
friend's extra marital sex­ 
ual life Well, my friend is 
not a saint, and though the 
caller gave no specifics he 
was concerned At first he 
thought about giving the 
caller what was asked, 
which was money Then he 
talked with me ami I sug 


gested bringing in the 
authorities. We did and 
that ended the matter But 
such crap! And all because 
of the telephone ” 
For its part, AT&T, as 
well as the many inde 
pendent telephone com­ 
panies in the nation, have a 
vested interest in reducing 
such exasperations for 
their customers. Hence 
they urge anyone receiv­ 
ing abusive or otherwise il­ 
legal calls to report them 
promptly. In the more se­ 
rious cases, phone offi­ 
cials can team up with po­ 
lice to trace the illegal 
calls Sophisticated equip­ 
ment is available which 
locks into any incoming 
call and can reveal its orig­ 
in in minutes 


Short of the electronic 
security, moreover, phone 
(officials say there are sev­ 
eral procedures and pro­ 
tective measures that vic­ 
tims can employ them­ 
selves Never give an abus­ 
ive caller an audience, for 
example, just hang up 
Since the caller is normal­ 
ly just dialing numbers at 
random, the chances of a 
repeat connection are 
slim. Also, never give any 
strange caller any infor­ 
mation of a personal na­ 
ture; police say a favorite 
ploy of the phone pomos is 
to introduce themselves as 
medical wresearchers who 
are taking surveys on sex 
attitudes. 


Until recently, phone of­ 
ficials suggested that vic­ 
tims use trickery to thwart 
abusive callers. A favorite 
was to make the caller 
think the line was being 
tapped 
When the phone 
rang, and there wj.* he«j*7 
breathing on the ofhrr < r i 
the victim would click the 
receiver and then say: 
“ This is the man, Lt. 
Jones, can you trace it?” 
AT&T says the ruse work­ 
ed well for years, but it be­ 
came too popular — as 
wide publicity and word of 
mouth rendered it ineffec­ 
tive. 


Today, then, there are no 
tricks to fool the persist­ 
ent porno caller But the 
victim is not entirely help­ 
less Police report there is 
one simple and effective 
way to ward off obscene 
calls, and get a measure of 
revenge at the same time 
When the calls begin, buy 
an inexpensive whistle or a 
freon aerosol horn 
The 
next time the lout rings up, 
put the whistle or the horn 
to the mouthpiece and give 
him half a terrible minute 
of ear shattering disgust.

Calculator sales soaring as prices continue to fall

ting ready to outfit the kids 
fo r fall a r e finding 
calculators right next to 
the crayons in the back-to- 
school section. Sales of the 
electronic devices are 
soaring as prices continue 
to drop. 
R.H. Brusk.ii Associates, 
a market research firm, 
said a nationwide sampling 
of almost 2,600 persons 
showed more than 43 per 
cent of all American 
homes have a pocket-type 
calculator. That’s the 
same percentage of homes 
that have a dog. according 
to the Bruskin survey. 
B ru sk in also said 
ownership is greatest in 
upper income groups. Over 
70 per cent of homes with 
incomes of 120,000 and up 
own a calculator. 
Retailers have started 
marketing the calculators 
as a back-to-school item. 
They are one of the few 
p r o d u c t s th a t 
have 
decreased, rather than in­ 
creased. in price. 
“We may try low-end 
calculators,” said one 
retailer quoted by Super­ 
market News, a trade 
publication “We’ve been 
watching those companies 
that have had them and we

Prices, meanwhile, drop­ 
ped steadily. Electronic 
calculators first became a 
popular consumer item in 
1971, according to the as­ 
sociation. The price per 


unit was $200 and up. 
By 1972, the association 
said, the minimum price 
had dropped to $100. By 
1975, it was down to $10 and 
c a lc u l a t o r s now are 
available for as little as $8. 
How good a buy can you 
get for $8° The answer, ac­ 
cording to most experts, 
depends on what you ex­ 


pect. The minimum-priced 
calculators provide only 
the basic arithmetical 
functions — they add, sub­ 
tract, divide and multiply. 
They do not have separate 
per cent keys or a memory 
and cannot perform any of 
the more complex func­ 
tions. 
The main problem with 


the 
bottom-of-the-line 
calculators occurs in case 
of breakdowns. “They’re 
almost disposable," said a 
spokesman for the Elec­ 
tronics Industries Associa­ 
tion. explaining that If one 
of the minimum-priced 
calculators breaks after a 
few months, the consumer 
may find it hard to get it

BOSTON (AP) - a sum­ 
mer of traffic has faded 
the smear of antibusing 
graffiti in front of South 
Boston High School. And in 
the neighborhood around 
it. the passage of time

BLOOMINGTON, Minn 
(A P) — Minnesota relief 
ace B ill Campbell may 
have been a slow starter, 
but he’s malting up for lost 
time in 1976 
C am pbell joined a 
sandlot team in Los 
Angeles after coming out 
of the service to play for 
the fun of it. 
“ I had turned 22 by then 
and had given up any 
chance of playing profes- 
sio n a l 
b a ll, ’ 
said 
Campbell, who has a 14-4 
record and 16 saves this 
year for the Twins. 
Campbell, a Ganesha 
High product, didn’t begin 
pitching until college and 
then only because he could­ 
n’t hit. 
“ I saw there was no way 
I could make it as a hit­ 
ter,” says Campbell about 
his career at Mt. San An­ 
tonio College in Walnut “ I 
decided to try pitching be­ 
cause I always had a 
strong arm.’’ 
Indeed he does. 
The 28-year-oid right­ 
hander has appeared in 65 
games for the Twins this 
season and pitched 148.2 in­ 
nings. 
“ He s very comparable 
to Mike Marshall,” says 
Twins M anager Gene 
Mauch. “ He has that 
resiliency in his arm that 
allows him to pitch almost 
every day.” 
Campbell says he can go 
four or five days in a row if 
he doesn’t have to work a 
long stint. 
“ I can go two, three in­ 
nings every day,” he said. 
“ 1 am starting to know now 
when I just don’t have It 
and then I have to say 
. something. " 
An exceptional screwball 
is the 6-foot-3, 190-pound 
Campbell’s best pitch He 
also has a good curveball 
and fastball and is an out­ 
standing fielder. 
• He and Tom Burgmeier 
are as good fielding 
pitchers as you’ll see 
anywhere,’ 
says Twins 
pitching coach Don Mc­ 
Mahon. “ Campbell has ex­ 
ceptional speed and a 


perfect body” . 
Burgmeier, the Twins 
lefthanded reliever, has a 
7-1 record and a 2.42 
earned run average giving 
Minnesota one of the 
league's top bullpens. 
However, like everyone 
else Campbell has had 
some bad outings too 
although not too many. 
A 3.03 earn ed run 
average is an indication 
Campbell has been hit hard 
on a few occasions.

" It ’s a funny thing,’ 
continued C am pbell. 


Sometimes you come out 
thinking you’ve got it and 
you don’t. On the other 
hand, sometimes you 
haven’t got a thing in the 
bullpen and your stuff is 
super in the game. 
Campbell admits he 
tightens up anticipating the 
call from Mauch. 
" I can feel it in my stom­ 
ach,” he says. “ I start to 
get nervous in the late in­ 
nings.” 
Mauch would like to use 
Campbell more often to 
help out the T w in s 


beleagured starting staff, 
but he prefers to use the 
big righthander only in 
close games. 
"B ill Campbell has to do 
well for us to do well, 
Mauch said at the begmmg 
of the year. 


Campbell is 10 games 
over 
500 for a team 
struggling to break even, 
which is a remarkable 
statistic. 


“ H e ’s 
pitcher,” 
not a re lie f 
added Mauch.

Baldy Ski Left and end on 
the peak of Mt. Baldy, over 
10 000 feet above sea level 
During the eight-m ile 
climb, the runners will as­ 
cend nearly 4,000 feet 
vertically. 
Besides an overall win­ 
ner, various class winners 
will be recognized. There 
are two classes for women 
runners (open and women 
over 30), two classes for

“If those kind of pitchers 
could put seven out of 10 
pitches where they wanted, 
they’d win 25 to 30 games a 
year.” 
Fitzmorris and catcher 
Buck Martinez are the only

Divorce uncommon 
among seadevils 


Divorce is uncommon 
among trip lew art sea- 
devils 
That’s the conclusion of 
m arine biologist Steve 
M oritz of Fort Bragg after 
examining a female and 
tw o p a ra s itic m ales 
recently caught in northern 
C alifo rnia w aters. The 
nudes were permanently 
attached to their hostess 
It is only the tenth in­ 
stance on record that at­ 
tached trip lew art sea- 
deviis have been reported. 
It.is the second time the 
strange phenomenon has 
baen recorded in C ali­ 
fornia waters. In fact it is 
only the second time the 
spdeies itself has ever been 
found on the Pacific Coast 
of America north of the 
Bay of Panama. 
“ Male and female triple- 
wart seadevils once mated 
a re 
a p p a re n tly 
in ­ 
separable,” said Schultz, 
north coast unit manager 
for the Department of Fish 
and Game 
The latest specimens of 
the attached seadevils 
were caught Ju ly 19 by 
Apgustino Tarantino, 
owner and skipper of the 
Tarantino III out of Fort 
Bragg Tarantino brought 
the stange-iooking fish up 
with a trawl from 105 
fathoms of water near 
Noyo Canyon off the 
Mendocino County coast­ 
line 
Sizing up the female and 
attached males as odd-hall, 
Tarantino turned the fish 
over to Schultz, who iden­ 
tified them as a rarely seen 
type of anglerfish, the 
tripiewart seadevil (Cryp- 
topaarus couesii). 
The female was 13 inches 


long, the males four inches 
and an inch and a half long. 
In Long Beach, John E. 
Fitch, research director of 
the D FG’s State Fisheries 
Laboratory, examined the 
otoliths (ear stones of the 
fish) and calculated the fe­ 
male’s age at nine years 
and the age of the males at 
five and two. It is the first 
time the ages of members 
of this species have been 
determined 
T rip le w a rt seadevil 
males are known for sex­ 
ual precociousness. 
According to Theodore 
W. Pietsch of Harvard’s 
Museum of Comparative 
Zoology, the species is one 
of four members of the 
angelerfish fam ily that ex­ 
hibit a peculiar and unique 
mode of reproduction in 
which dwarfed males 
become permenently and 
parasitically attached to 
the body of a relatively 
gigantic female. 
In a 1975 article in the 
scientifice journal, Na­ 
ture. Pietsch wrote that 
the males are equipped 
with a 9et of pincer — like 
denticles at the tips of 
their jaws for grasping and 
holding fast to a mate. At­ 
tachment is followed by fu­ 
sion of tissues and even­ 
tually by union of the 
circulatory system so that 
the male, whose single 
function is to produce 
sperm, becomes dependent 
on the female for blood- 
transported nutrient, and 
the female becomes a kind 
of self-fertilizing herma­ 
phroditic hostess 
Scientists theorize that 
male parasiticism is the 
only means whereby the 
female tripiewart sea-

devil can reproduce. 
The casual observer 
would find it hard to 
believe that anything could 
become attached to a sea­ 
devil. It is an ugly fish at 
best. 


The seadevil has an 
elongated 
whale-shaped 
spiny body with a short 
fishing pole and lure. To 
catch its prey the angler­ 
fish wiggles its pole — 
actually an appendage 
that grows out of the 
forward part of the back — 
enticingly. The bait on the 
end of the pole is a 
luminescent blob of its own 
flesh. 


One of its chief sources 
of food may be the lantern 
fish. In examining the 
latest specimens of the 
tripiew art seadevil, DFG 
biologist Fitch found the 
shredded remains of seven 
lantern fish in the fem ale's 
stomach. 


The strange name of the 
tripiew art seadevil is 
derived from three wart- 
shaped appendages just 
forward of the dorsal fin. 
Rows of sharp teeth give it 
a devil of a look.

Some 900 unissued per­ 
mits for the Los Angeies 
County archery hunt for 
deer this fall and winter 
w ill go on sale on a first- 
come, first-served basis at 
the Long Beach office of 
the Department of Fish 
and Game at 8 a.m. Sept. 
13. 
DFG license officer Jim 
Christopher said that the 
permits became available 
because only 1,081 hunters 
applied for the 2,000 per­ 
mits that were authorized 
for the hunt. 
The Long Beach office is 
located at 350 Golden 
Store. 
Applicants must he li­ 
censed hunters holding 
valid 1976 deer tags and 
must not have been drawn 
for a special hunt in either 
the Aug. 5 or Aug. 13 draw­ 
ings. They may apply 
either in person or by m ail. 
In addition to the $5 per­ 
m it fee (m ail applicants 
should 
m ake 
th e ir 
cashier’s check or money 
order payable to the 
Department of Fish and 
Game), applicants holding 
regular deer tags must sur­ 
render their option tag. 
And that portion of the 
option tag designated for 
the licensee's signature, 
address and hunting 
license number must he 
filled in before it is 
presented 


Zone X deer tag holders, 
who do not have an option 
tag, must enter their 
name, address and hunt­ 
ing license number on their 
special hunt application 
and present it with the 85 
permit fee. The special 
hunt application is printed 
on the lower portion of the 
cover flap on the deer tag. 
The hunt area lies en­ 
tirely within Los Angeles 
County, Christopher re­ 
minded prospective appli­ 
cants, and the permits are 
valid for taking deer only 
with bow and arrow. 
Beginning with the open­ 
ing of the special hunt on 
Sept. 25 and through Nov 
7, perm ittees may take 
only antlerless deer. From 
Nov. 8 through the close of 
the special season on Jan. 
31, permittees may take 
deer of either sex. 
Perm its w ill remain on 
sale until all have been is­ 
sued or until the special 
season ends. 


Late last month D r. 
Peter B. Moyle, fisheries 
professor at the Univer­ 
sity of California at Davis, 
informed the Department 
of Fish and Game that he 
had caught a 5.9-inch Dolly 
Varden trout in the Mc­ 
Cloud River. 
Ordinarily, the catching 
of such a small trout is not 
something that m erits spe­ 
cial mention even to your 
fishing buddies, hut this is 
indeed a newsworthy event, 
according to the DFG. 
The Dolly Varden (Sal- 
velinus malma) is a rare 
species in California, hav­ 
ing never been found any­ 
where but in the McCloud 
River. From 1968 until 1975 
there were no confirmed 
reports of any Dolly Var­ 
den taken from the Mc­ 
Cloud, and it was feared 
that It might he extinct. 
Biologists were elated, 
therefore, when in Ju ly 
11975 two large trout caught 
oh successive weekends 
were identified as Dolly 
Varden. 
“ While this was a hope­ 
ful sign, we still needed 
more evidence before we 
could feel at least par­ 
tially satsified that a via­ 
ble population was still 
present,” said Steve N i­ 
cola, the D FG ’s threat­ 


ened fishes coordinator. 
“ Our biologists sampled 
in the McCloud drainage 
quite extensively last fall 
hut electrostocking failed 
to produce any Dollys. We 
had toped to find a spawn­ 
ing run, young-of-the-year 
or some other indication 
that they were reproduc­ 
ing. Now we have that 
evidence.” 
However, Nicola said, 
the Department still needs

ers have designed 40-channel units 
with digital synthesis circuitry cap­ 
able of covering up to 80 channels 
with a small adjustment. 


Such foresight could spare produc­ 
ers the financial blow producers of 
23-channel units are suffering when 
the FCC ruled converting exisUng 
receivers to 40channel reception is 
forbidden Now these companies are 
reporting a slump in sales of 23-chan­ 
nel units because potential addicts 
are bolding out for the 40-channei 
jobs available in January. 


It sounds as though the whole m ar­ 
ket could end up like the early days 
of recording when expensive high 
fidelity systems were suddenly out­ 
moded by stereo which in turn was 
oue-upped by eight track tapes, then 
cassettes, then quadraphonic sound 
and now videodiak.

Casing adds interest 
Supporting the roof are 
4x4-inch fir posts. As a de­
